3. Claims 1 and 4 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest, alone or in a combination, among 
other things, at least a device for generating soft-values for use in a wireless 
communication system and its method as a whole, the combination of elements and 
features, which includes the truncating means to determine the boundaries or limits for 
truncating the incoming signal values based on the absolute mean value of the 
incoming signal values multiplied by a scaling factor, and the scaling factor is dependent 
on the signal-to-noise-ratio of the incoming signal values.
